NEW ORLEANS, July 29.— 
The German submarine Bremen 
is tonight lying off the mouth of 
the Mississippi river, according 
to reports received from Port 
Eads and Pilottown, the two 
lowest spots on the Mississippi 
River. Whether the boat will 


enter the river tomorrow or not 


is too far out to be spoken. 
Pilots, however, reported her 
presence off the mouth of the 
river and brought the first news. 
The pilots are sure that they are 
not mistaken. However neither 
Pilottown nor the government 
wireless will confirm the arrival 
of the German boat. | 


BALTIMORE, July 29.—In spite 
of the fact that, according to all

IS PREDICTED. 


Muensterberg Makes Us the 
Partner of Britain and 
Germany.

ONDON, July 29.—After two 
years of the most terrible war 

the word has ever known, I 
sincerely hope we are now drawing 
toward the end. We are steadily 
advancing on the west front. The 
tide hag turned in our favor. But 
what is the cost we are paying? In 
a short time we should know pretty 
‘well just what toll the enemy fs col- 
ilecting for the territory we are re- 
gaining. It is a frightful, terrible, 
ghastly business. 

As an old man, who is no longer 
able to get into the thick of things, 
I must be content to look on and 
hope the world will soon be at peace 
again; that the shedding of blood 
will soon stop; that we and our ene- 
mies will modify our demands and 
find a settlement by negotiation 
rather than by throwing the whole 
of our young manhood into the ter- 
rible slaughter pen. Pe 

HOUR OF PEACE. | 

‘When will peace come? car 
only say that I hope it will be soon 
Yand I think there is some reason for 
that hope. It depends. largely on 
the dength of time it takes the peo- 
ples of the -belligerents to become 
acquainted with the true conditions. 
They are fast gaining knowledge. 

On land we are now throwing our 
best into the conflict, and how good 
it is results show. I have no hesi- 
tancy in saying that the allies are 
now in a better position, militarily, 
financially and eccnomically, than 
the central powers, but I do hope 
the war will not go on one minute 
longer than necessary and that the 
statesmen will not prolong the sac- 
rifice needlessly. 

Permit me to pay my respects to 
America, a wonderful country, which 
commands the admiration of all. It 
faces a great future and when the 
war is over it will have no little part 
to play in helping to solve problems 
affecting the whole world. As it has 
been the leader of the neutrals there 
is no Treason why it may not become 
the leader of the world, once this 
war is over—which God hope it may 
soon be. 

The British navy has lived up to 
all its finest traditions and has 
played a dominating part in bring- 
ing Germany to the nearly exhausted 
position in which she now finds her- 
self. Except for a casual submarine 
adventure, entirely valueless so far 
as its effect on the result of the war, 
German shipping has long since been 
swept from the sea. Our blockade 
is and has been tight enough to 
bring the German people to priva- 
a if not to the point of starva- 
tion.

MANY PROBLEMS. 

After the war we shall have many 
problems to solve, and not the least 
of these is the question of the rep- 
resentation of our colonies and de- 
pendencies in the actions and dect- 
sions of the motherland. Britain 
does not want any more territory; 
she has enough to care for now. Our 
colonies have been wonderfully loyal 
and true. But if there should be 
another war I feel our colonies 
should have a place at the empire's 
council table. 


TRADE RELATIONS. 


Our trade relations is another mat- 
ter which must have the fullest con- 
isideration and thought. We must not 
embark on any rash move; we must 
not permit the anger engendered by 
the war to sway us in arriving at 
important decisions. Even our home 
affairs will have to be readjusted 
and I am anxious to see as much as 
possible done now so that we shall 
be ready for an early demobilization. 
Farming, manufacturing and ship- 
ping will undergo great changes. 


THE HUMBLE TURNIP. 


Just consider for a moment the 
humble turnip. If our country is 
denuded of men and the work of 
farming proves too heavy and diffi- 
cult for our women farming must 
pay the penalty. If we cannot raise 
enough turnips we shall not have 
enough of the proper food for our 
‘sheep. If we do not have enough 
sheep we lose one of the best 
sources of our meat supply and also 
of fertilizer for the land. If the 
jland ‘s not properly fertilized farm- 
ing is turned topsy-turvy.

FIREMEN 
KILLED EXPLOSION. 


Ammunition Plant in New Jersey Blows 


EW YORK, July 30.—Thirty- | 
three firemen are reported to 
have been killed early this 

morning by a terrific explosion in the 
[plant of the National Storage Com- 
pany on Black Tom Island near 
Communhipaw, N. J., where they had 
gone to fight a fire resulting from a 
terrific explosion just thirty minutes 
earlier. 

In the storage company’s plant are 
said to have been enormous quanti- 
ties of ammunition consigned to the 
Entente allies. The entire plant is 
reported to have been wrecked. The 
entire island appeared at 3:30 o’clock 
to be covered with a sheet of flame. 
| Access to it is gained from the main- 
land by a bridge over which run 
the tracks of the Central Rallroad 
of New Jersey. Fs 

Sixty-nine carloads of ammuni- 
tion are said to have been stored 
on the railroad 
land. All of them are believed to 
have been blown up. 

Edmond MacKenzie, president of 
the National Storage Company, said 
at his home at Plainfield, N. J., at 
3:30 o'clock this morning that he 
had just received a telegram inform- 
ing him that a great fire was rag- 
ing in the plant of company, 
following an explosion. 

NEW YORK SHAKEN. 

Shortly after 2 o'clock this morning 
half of New York was shaken out of 
its bed by a terrific explosion that 
bed by a terrific explosion that 
seemed to every person who heard 
it, to have been in this Immediate 
neighborhood.

WINDOWS BLOWN OUT. 

Shortly before 3 o’clock telephone 
messages began coming in to the 
effect that three carloads of shrap- 
nel had gone up. Windows were 
blown out in Manhattan as far up- 
town as Forty-second street. 

At 2:40 thore was a second blast, 
less severe than the first but of se- 
rious proportions. Plate giass win- 
dows tn Herald Square fell into the 
street. 

* New York has never before been 
so terrorized and mystified as by 
these early morning explosions. 

The force of the explosion was so 
great that thousands of heavy plate 
glass windows in office buildings in 
‘lower Manhattan and Brooklyn 
were shattered. Streets for many 
blocks in the downtown section were 
literally strewn with broken glass.

) In another theater of the war the 
year was marked by other and im- 
Portant Russian successes. Follow- 
ing the disasters on the eastern front 
in the closing months of 1915 the 
Grand Duke Nicholas was removed 
as commander-in-chief of the Rus- 
sian armies and sent to take charge 
of the operations against the Turks 
in the Caucasus. After months of 
preparation he began a great drive 
across Armenia in January, 1916, 
which resulted in the capture of Er- 
zerum and the port of Trebizond and 
expelled the Turks from the greater 
part of Armenia. After a compara- 
tive lull of some months the Grand 
Duke resumed his advance , simul- 
taneous with a serious uprising 


»against the Turks by the Arabs in 


Arabia. The Arabs took the sacred 
city of Mecea, Jiddah and Taif, and 
besieged Medina, the city where 
Mohanimed was buried and one of 
the holiest spots of the Mohamme- 
dan world. In the meantime the 
Russians took Mamakkhatun and 
Baiburt, but these operations have 
not yet reached a definite conclusion. 
In the connection with the Turk- 
ish campaign the year saw a serious 
reverse for the Franco-British arms 
and a less important, but highly dra- 
matic, disaster for t British. The 
disastrous attempt of the French 
and British to force the Dardanelles 
and seize Constantinople was defi- 
nitely abandoned in November, 1915, 
and the allied troops were withdrawn 
from the Gallipoli Peninsula. About 
160,000 troops had been used in this 
venture, supported by a mighty 
Six battleships, five British 
and one French, were sent to the 
bottom as Well as some minor craft 
and the casualties were unofficially 
reported to be almost equal to the 
original number of the expedition- 
ary force. This was the result of six 
months of some of the most sangul- 
nary fighting of the war. 
SECOND BRITISH DISASTER. 
The second disaster of the British 
Was the surrender of 10,000 troops 
under Gen. Townshend to the Turks 
at Kut-El-Amara

Two new nations entered the 
ranks of the belligerents' during the 
year. On October 13, 1915, Bulgaria 
threw in her lot with the central 
powers and on March 98, 1916, Ger- 
many declared war on Port 1 aft- 
er the republie had stized all Ger- 
man ships interned in her ports. 

The entrance of inte the 
arena signalized by a combirted 
assault on Serbia by Austria, Ger- 
many and Bulgaria which resulted 
in the complete overwkelming of 
the hopelessiy o'ttnumbered Serbians 
and the subjugation of théir coun- 
try. The remnants of the Serbian 
army were driven across the frontier 
into thé wilderness of Albania, 
whence they were rescued by the 
British, French and Italians. They 
were shipped to Corfu, where they 
were reorganized and re-equipped 
and later, to the mumber of about 
100,000, itoimed the Franco-British 
forces at Saloniki. The survivors of 
the Gallipoli campaign were also 
gathered at the Grecian seaport as 
well as @ large British army from 
Eaypt. This combined force is es- 
timated at 600,000 men and is pre- 
sumably being held for an attempt 
to wrest Serbia from the Bulgarians. 

The principal success won by Atts- 
trian arms during the year was 4a 
great offensive undertaken against 
Italy in May. The Austrian forces 
swept the Italian inVaders back over 
a wide stretch of country in the 
Southern Tyrol, seconquered about 
270 square miles of Austrian terri- 
tory and carried the battle into 
Italy. The Italians rallied, however, 
and at the close of the twelve 
months had regained a large por- 
tion of ground and were vigorously 
pressing a counter-offensive in, ac- 
cordance with the plans of the En- 
tente for concerted action. 

On the sea the year witnessed an 
event of surpassing interest. The 
German grand fieet, steaming out 
from its mine fields and impregna- 
ble harbors at Kiel and Wilhelms- 
haven, engaged the British fleet in 
the mighties® naval battle of his- 


ory. 

The battle was fought off the 
coast of Jutiand on May 31. Its 
resuite aré 20 obscured by the con- 
fiicting claims of the combatants 
that they will probably not be 
definitely known until the war is 
over, if then. The assert 
that the British losses were far 
heavier than theirs, and on that 
ground claim the victory.

The German official account of

ish Admiralty makes no attempt to 
estimate the loss in tonnage, but 
unofficia] British estimates piace the 
German loss at 109,220 tons, against 
112,350 for the British. Officially 
the Germans have admitted the loss 
of only one capital ship, the Latzow, 
26,600 tons, a vesel surpatsing in 
tonnage and a ment many bat- 
tleships. The British claim to have 
sunk in addition two dreadnaughts 
and probably a third. The principal 
losses admitted by them for their 
side are the three battle cruisers, 
the Invincible, the Indefatigablie and 
the Queen Mary. |

The second year of the war Was 
& memorable one as far as the 
United States was concerned. It 
marked the apparent final passing 
of the crisis between this country 
and Germany over the submarine 
warfare, which threatened more 
than once a rupture of relations and 
even war. The sinking by a subma- 
rine without warning of the White 
Star liner Arabic, with the loss of 
two American lives, created a pro- 
found impression in the United 
States. Germany sent a note to 
Washington in September pleading 
self-defense and offering to refer the 
question of compensation to The 
Hague, but this was regarded with 
disappointment by the Washington 
government and the situation be- 
came very tense. In October Ger- 
many disavowed and regretted the 
sinking of the Arabic. . 

“Five months tater the French 
steamship Sussex was torpedoed 
without warning while carrying 
more than 300 passengers, including 
a number of Americans, across the 
English Channel. About fifty per- 
£0 were killed and this incident 
brought the submarine situation to 
ah acute stage. Germany at first 
disclaimed responsibility for th at- 
tack on the Sussex, but the evidence 
accumulated by the United, States 
appeared so overwhelmin that 
President Wilson on April 13 dis- 
patched to Germany a note which 
was virtually an ultimatum, and on 
the following day personally ap- 

a4 before Congress and laid the 
entire problem before that body. On 
May 10 Germany admitted the sub- 
marine attack on the Sussex and 
promised that no more liners would 
be sunk without warning and with- 
out ample opportunity for the ¢6s- 
cape of crews and passengers. These 
promises were considered satisfac- 
tory by the. President, and the war 
cloud lifted. Since that time a large 
number of ships have been sunk by 
German and Austrian submarines, 
but the rules of international law 
have been generally observed. 

Another cause of friction between 
the United States and the central 
powers was also removed during the 
year. Since the outbreak of the war 
certain propagandists had been busy 
instigating strikes in munitions fac- 
tories which had con ts 
allies and in éendeavori in her 
ways to interfere with this trade. 
For his activity in this respect the 
recall of Dr. Constantin Dumba Was 
quested by President Wilson im Sep- 
tember. The following December, 
for similar reasons, the President re- 
quested the recall of Capt. Boy-Ed 
and Capt. Von Papen, naval and 
military attaches, respectively, to the 


German Embassy. number of 
convictions were obtained in the 


criminal courts in other cases 
the propaganda ceased. 

Apart from events in the actual 
war theaters the most striking event 
of the year in connection with the 
conflict was an uprising in Irelana 
in April. The outbreak was organ- 
ized by a society known as the Sinn 
Fein, committed to the principle of 
an independent Ireland. Bloody 
fighting took place in Dublin in 
which hundreds of lives were lost 
and the heart of the business sec- 
tion destroyed, at a cost of many 
millions of dollars. The fighting 
was sporadic elsewhere in the islands 
and of minor importance. e re- 
volt was finally crushed and the 
ringleaders executed. It led, how- 
ever, to’ an agitation which resultei 
in the government geen a tem- 
porary home frule bill which it ex- 
pects to pass through Parliament 
this fall. 

The day before the outbreak of the 
rebellion Sir Roger Casement, for- 
merly in the British consular service, 
was arrested on the west coast of 
Treland, where he had attempted to 
land a cargo of arms sent from 
Germany. He was tried later for 
high treason and sentenced to death. 

No definite figures can be given of 
the cost of the great war in blood 
and gold, but the most reliable esti- 
mates present figures so vast that 
they become practically meaning- 
less. In March, 1916, the United 
States General Army Staff esti:nated 
that the total losses in men to all 
the belligerents since the war began 
were 13,028,000. The exact figures 
for any country are unavailable. 

As to the money question, figures 
are more reliable but still vague. 
They present sums which are so be- 
yond anything previously known to 
tnternational finance, so impossible 
of any human comparison, that 
they become little more than a jum- 
ble of figures. in March Dr. Karl 
Helferrich, Secretary of the Imperial 
Treasury of Germany, estimated that 
the war was costing all the com- 
batanta $375,000,000 a week; or 
$11,600,000,000 a year. William 
Michaelis, another German financial 
expert, put the yearly cost at the 
vaster sum of $15,000,000,000, and 
other financial authorities gave even 
higher figures. 

n July 17 Reginald McKenna, 
British Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
stated in the House of Commons that 
the expenditures for Great Britain 
alone were $20,000,000 daily. He did 
not say, however, how much of this 
incredible sum represented war ex- 


pense.

Kovel is Now in Sight. 


SIXTY-MILE FRONT. 


Russians Win First Decisive Victory in Their Eastern 
Campaign—Direct Blow at Armies Defending Vladi- 
mir-Volynski has been Struck—Successful Attack on 


ETROGRAD, July 29 (via Lon- 
don.)——After being compelled. 
to halt their advance for sev- 

eral weeks before combined Aus- 
trian and German resistance, on the 
northern wing of Gen, Brussiloff's 
front, the Russians have again 
scored an important success and are 
pressing the ‘Teutons back along 
the entire front from the Kovel- 
Lutsk rallway ag far south as 
Brody. 

Although ghe official War Office 
statement gives no particulars of 
this new penetration of the Teutonic 
lines, it apparently took place south 
of Kiselin on the Viadimir-Volyn- 
ski highway and Wasa direct blow at 
the Austro-German army defending 
Viadimir-Volyneki., 

The unexpected widening of the 
breach begun at Lutsk in the early 
days of the summer campaign that 
has thus been effected is considered 
more significant than the occupa- 
tion of Brody, which was a foregone 
conclusion some days ago.

FINAL JUDGMENT. . 
“Whatever the final judgment is 
of the battle in detail the loss of 
British prestige at sea and the pro- 
nounced success of our fi remain 
indisputable if only the British losses 
in men and ted. The 
waves of the North Sea swallowed 
6104 British seamen and 117,110 
gross registered tons of shipping, 
while the German losses were 2414 
men and 60,720 tons. These figures 
were officila blished on both the 
German and tigh sides. 
“Numberless authorities, both hos- 
tile and neutral, have expréssed 
opinions on the battle, but the Ger- 
man people will not permit them- 
selves to be influenced by any for- 
eign judgment. ~ They understand 


alone how proud they may be of 
a navy whose quality and honor 
have stood the test of battle with 
the stron powers.

“Special mention is merited by the

Attacks 
were made against fortified places 
on Eingland’s coast and the English 
were able to destroy only two air- 
ships—No. 15, on April 1, and No. 
7, on May 4. Within a few hours 
our airships are able to reconnoiter 
the entire North Sea, and they 
valuable service in the battle off 
Skagerrak. Marine aeroplanes also 
did excellent work and especially 
distinguished themselves on the 
Baltic, where they were of the ut- 
most value in various ways. On 
several occasions they were able 
even to take the offensive with suc- 
cees, damaging warships with bombs 
and capturing merchantmen. 

“In the Black Sea and the Medi- 
terranean German submarines work- 
ing with those of Austria-Hungary 
operated successfully in war against 
commerce and destroyed numerous 
transports laden with troops and war 
material. In the Black Sea the 
Yawuse Sultan Selim, formerly the 
German cruiser ben, and the 
Midlu, formerly the German cruiser 
Breslau, bombarded Russian forti- 
fled towng on the Crimean coast at 
various times and damaged Russian 
commerce.

FARM WORK STOPS. 

These are some points where gov- 
ernment observations are made and 
the temperature is usually taken at 
the top of the Federal buildings, 
away from the heat of the streets 
and up in whatever cool air is cir- 
culating.

IANT AIRPLANE 


Date of Arrival will Depend on 
Atmosphere.

NEW YORK BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, July 29.—German enter- 
prise, having startled the world by 
sending to the United States a mer- 
chant submarine, now is said by 
reliable authority to be preparing 
further to excite admiration by 
linking the two countries through 
a Transatiantic air service.

There is no doubt that all the 
people of Europe are getting very 
sick of the war.

an wnecertain quantity. They 
are liable to do anything. The de- 
sertion of Greece or Rumania would 
have no effect upon Germany; but 
I don't know about her allies. 

They can bear expected reversals 
with equanimity; but not the un- 
Austria, Bulgaria and 
Turkey seem in these circumstances 
to be the most promising points of 
attack. . 

But it must be’ remembered that 
any little slip on the part of the 
allies will break the charm. This 
march into the vitals of the central 
powers can be keysft up only as long 
as the allies keep hammering all to- 
gether and from all directions. 

And if you think their problem 
is easy just try to start three pro- 


cessions at exactly the same min- 


ute from Westlake Park, Moneta 
and Mt. Washington and have them 
march into the Plaza at exactly the 
same instant. That is approximate- 
ly what the allies are up against. 

From the first day of this war, 
the overwhelming advantage of the 
central powers was that they stood 
together while the allies were half 
a world’s distance apart.

FARM WORK STOPS. 

These are some points where gov- 
ernment observations are made and 
the temperature is usually taken at 
the top of the Federal buildings, 
away from the heat of the streets 
and up in whatever cool air is cir- 
culating. In the fields of Illinois, 
Iowa, Nebraska and other’ Middle 
Western States, the heat reached as 
high as 120 and farm work was 
impossible. 

From every direction comes the 
pitiful story of greatly increased in- 
fant mortality. The babies, many of 
them under care of inexperienced 
mothers or parents whose homes are 
in badly-congestod with no 
electric fans, no ice and no means 
of warding off the heat, simply die 
ifike flies. One week of steady hot 
weather means the death warrant 
for hundreds of babies and the death 
list among them, as well as among 
adults, will increase rapidly, as they 
have lost their resisting power. 

Special dispatches this evening tell 
of farmers dropping dead in their 
fields and of deaths from heat in 
numerous villages. While these 
sporadic cases afe stretched over sa 
wide area, they present, in the ag- 
gregate, a death list that is most un- 
usual.

Inventory of Our Industrial 


Manufacturers Instructed to 
Act in Emergency. 


Campaign of Thrée. Months 
Marks a New Era. , 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.}- 

WASHINGTON, July 29.—The 
colossal task of making an industria] 
inventory of the United States, State 
by State, in an attempt to mobilize 
America’s resources for war, is now 
virtually completed, according to an 
announcement today by Chairman 


on Industrial Preparedness of the 
Naval Consulting Board of the 
United States, who has the work in 
charge. Just how plants, the coun- 
try over, can adapt their equipment 
to produce the thousands of things 
from shells to shaving brushes neces- 
sary for the government's use in a 
national emergency has been worked 
out with the ost extreme care 
through field reports from engineérs 
and chemists who are members of 
the American Society of Civi] Engi- 
neers, the American Institute of Min- 
ing Engineers, the American Society 
of Mechanical Engineers, the Ameri- 
can Institute of Electrical Engineers. 
and the American Chemica! Society. 

Coincident with the announcement 
comes the statement from Chairman 
Coffin that Congress has practically 
completed legislation which will 
carry out the committee's entire 
programme for establishing a firm 
and enduring foundation for the na- 
tion’s defense. This will provide 
for the sending of annual educational 
orders to American manufacturers in 
order to teach them during peace 
how to turn out the military and 
naval supplies needed in an emer- 
gency. An industrial reserve will al- 
so be created, so ‘that in time of 
war the skilled mechanic may be 
kept at work where his services 
are most valuable instead of being 
sent to the firing-line. 


THREE MONTHS’ CAMPAIGN. 


Both the inventory and the legis- 
lation growing out of it are the re- 
sult of a remarkable three-months’ 
campaign made by a volunteer, un- 
paid organization of business men 
and engineers. It marks a néw era in 
the relations of the engineer, the 
manufacturer, and the citizen gener- 
ally in the safeguarding of the na- 
tional government, as well as a 
much closer co-ordination between 
various governmental agencies. In 
many States undeveloped resources 
have been classified and given pub- 
licity and new industries are prom- 
‘ised as the result of information ga- 
thered. 

Business men the country over re- 
ceived” the investigators with the 
greatest courtesy and co-operation. 
In only a few cases did they refuse 
to give the desired information, and 
then usually under a misunder- 
standing of the committee’s plans. 
which was quickly cleared up. Over 
$0,000 concerns, each doing an an- 
nual business of over $100,000, were 
Classified, in addition to many small- 
er plants with equipment peculiarly 
suited to turn out material for the 
fighting line. At the time of the Mexi- 
can crisis, Chairman Coffin sent out 
urgent telegrams to the chairmen of 
all State boards, urging all possible 
haste, and Secretary of War Baker 
detailed five regular army officers, 
two of them members of the General 
Staff, to the committee headquarters 
in New_York. Instances from State 
reports follow: 

From Alabama, Chairman Sewell, 
while reporting a considerable 
apathy towards military affairs, says 
that transportation, manufacturing 
and particularly mineral problems. 
with especial reference to coke de- 
posits for high explosives, have been 
gone into carefully. He believes 
this will be of incalculable benefit 
in classifying great undeveloped re- 
sources, particularly in Northern 
Alabama. 

Arizona, the first State to com- 
plete its returns, offered splendid 
co-operation, according to Chairman 
John C. Greenway, who said the 
manufacturers looked upon the an- 
nual educational orders with great 
favor. .

When with Fifty of His Men He 
Deserted Command and Fied to 
the Hillis.

CHIHUAHUA CITY (Mex.) July 
29.—A detailed report received by 
Gen. Jacinto Trevino today from 
Gen. Matias Ramos at Escalon, cov- 
ering operations in the Chihuahua- 
Durango ,bandit campaign of the 
last month, said that the inability 
of the government mounts to stand 
the strain of the long distances cov- 
ered in the chase enabled Villa sev- 


eral times to escape the net of Car- 
ranza troops. The report asserted 
that there is practically no food or 
forage in the region; that the con- 
dition of the inhabitants is pitiable, 
and that for this reason he had been 
unable to obtain supplies quickly 
enough to enable him to keep up 
omc the more lightly-equipped out- 
we. 


VILLA LOBES PRESTIGE. 

Ramos said that Villa lost much 
prestige at the- Cerro Gordo (Chi- 
huahua) engagement, when with 
fifty men of his personal bodyguard 
he deserted the remainder of his 
command and fied toward the hills. 
for safety. A Carranzista detach- 
ment sent in pursuit, he sald, killed 
thirty-three Villistas, but because 
of the broken country was unable 
to catch up with the bandit chief- 
tain or members of his staff, who 
were mounted on blooded animals. 

The dispatches pointed out with 
obvious satisfaction the death of 
Pablo Salinas, former Villista lead- ‘ 
er. in the Laguna district, who | 
early in May was charged with at- 
tacking a Torreon train bearing 
several American women refugees. 

Ramos added that he had fre- 
ceived overtures from a number of 
leading Vilistas looking toward their 
surrender. Ramos said. information 
received by him iocated Villa in 
several widely-separated points in 
Northern Durango. However, he 
added, there is no doubt that the 
bandit chieftain is in the canyons 
of the Penoles district. The special 
expedition which he dispatched to 
pursue the band had not yet re- 
ported, but dispatches were expected 
at any moment. 

Gen. Ramos asked ratification of 
his act in giving to the poor of the 
Penoles district a herd of 1000 cat- 
tle which he seized from the bandits, 
and also in detalling troops to pro- 
tect the Inhabitants until they har- 
vest their corn crop. 

A report received from Gen. 
Cavazos said that his troops had 
engaged in a skirmish with the 
band of Martin Lopez south of 
Minaca, Chihuahua, captured a pris- 
oner, several carbines, cattle, horses 
and other equipment.

NEW YORK, July 29.—Plans 
for establishing Federa) labor clear- 
inghouses in every State were an- 
nounced tonight by Commiasioner- 
GeneralWaminetti of the immigration 
bureau, who directs the Pepartment 
of Labor's employment service. This 
is the most important of several 
steps decided upon to strengthen the 
scope of the government's éampaign 
against unemployment. 

The State headquarters will un- 
dertake to disseminate informa- 
tion as to local conditions and. make 
possible a steady flow of men Who 
are out of work to the positions for 
which they are best suited. They 
will work in co-operation with the 
existing State and municipal bodies 
and with employers. 

Mr. Caminetti also announced 
the fact that he has worked out ar- 
rangements with the War and Navy 
departments by which it is hoped 
that all men in the army and navy, 
on retiring, may find ready for them 
the kind of work they want in the 
place they want it. The men will 
be asked to fill out slips, a month 
before retiring, showing what they 
are capable of doing. In addition, 
special efforta will begmade to pro- 
vide employment for members of en- 
listed men's families. 

A young men and boys’ department 
similar to the women and girig’ 
department inaugurated last May 
to be created by the service. This 
will have the double purpose of 
securing employment for boys over 
16 and under 21 and of developing 
their efficiency through elementary 
and vocational training. 

Co-operation with the postmas- 
ters of the’ country, which already 
has greatly aided the service, not 
only by spreading information as 
to general labor conditions, but also 
in securing work for individual ap- 
plicants, has been greatly extended,

Casement Resolution is Greatly Modified, but President 
is Asked to Transmit Views of the Upper House to the 


British Government — Majority of Foreign Relations

ASHINGTON, July 29.—By a 
W vote of 46 to 19 the Senate 

today adopted a resolution di- 
recting President Wilson to trans- 
mit to the British government an 
expression of hope that it would 
exercise clemency in the treatment 
of Irish political prisoners. 

| By its action the Senate over- 
turned the report of a majority of 
its Foreign Relations Committee and 
followed a course outlined In a mi- 
nority report made by Chairman 
Stone and Senators O’Gorman and 
Pittman, \ 

Despite the counsel of Senators 
that such a resolution would do the 
convicted Irish knight's cause more 
harm than good, and against the re- 
fusal of Senator Martine, the au- 
thor of the original Casement reso- 
lution, to accept it as a sulistitute 
for his own, the Senate adopted the 
following resolution sibmitted by 
Senator Pittman: | ‘ 

“Resolved, that the Senate express- 
es the hope that the British govern- 
ment may exercise clemency in the 
treatment of Irish prisoners and that 
the President be requested to trans- 
mit this hope to the British govern- 
ment.” 

The vote wae preceded by de- 
bate, during which Senator Phelan 
led the speaking for the resolution 
and Senator Williams opposed it. 

Three Democrats, Fletcher, Pom- 
erene and Williams voted against 
the resolution, Senators Lodge, 
Barah, McCumber, Oliver and Bren- 
degee, all Republican members of 
the Foreign Relations Committee,

Baker Replies to Inquiries 
Made in the House. 


No Need for Troops Beg 
_ Food of Civilians, 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, July 29.—In re- 
sponse to House resolutions of in- 
quiry Secretary Baker today made 
& report on the transportation of 
National Guardsmen to the border. 
The resé@lutions asked for informa- 
tion on charges that the guardsmen 
had been transported in day coaches; 
that their trains had been unrea- 
seonably side-tracKked and that they 
were insufficiently fed and cared for. 

Secretary Baker says the guards 
in some instances were transported 
in day coaches, but that no cars 
without lights were used and that 
troop trains were not side-tracked 
unreasonably. Regular army fra- 
tions more than sufficient for the 
journey were furnished all troops, he 
asserts, either on leaving mobiliza- 
tf6n camps or ‘en route and that all 
cars used were inspected to remedy 
defec or deficiencies that would 
im the health or safety of the 


USE OF DAY “COACHES. 

The report says day coaches were 
used only in cases where, owing to 
the urgency of the situation and the 
large number of troops being moved 
at one time, it wag not practical to 
delay. When day Coaches were used, 
it explains, three men were assigned 
to each four seats. In some cases, 
railroads without extrg charge al-: 
lowed two’ men to occupy four seats. 
Wherever it could. be done arrange- 
ments were made to transfer troops 
from day coaches to tourist sleepers. 

Regarding rations, the Secretary 
reports that where cooking equip- 
ments were not _—— on trains, the 
men were furnished with money to 
buy hot coffee, the same as troops 
of the regular army are allowed un- 
der similar conditions.

FULL TEXT OF RESOLUTIONS — 
INDORSING BOOTH’S CANDIDACY. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.} 


AN FRANCISCO BUREAU OF THE TIMES, July 29.—Follow- 

ing is the full text of the resolutions adopted this afternoon 

at the conference of Republican State and county Committee- 
men indorsing the candidacy of Willis H. Booth of Los Angeles f 
the Republican nomination for United States Senator: 

“Whereas, members of the State Central Committee and of the 
various county committees, constituting the legal governing bodies 
of the Republican party, in convention assembled, present for the 
serious consideration of the voters the following statement of facts 
relating to political conditions in the State: 

“Whereas, while past factional strife and contention within the 
party has been dissipated in a national sense, we find that locally 
a studied and determined purpose is manifest to keep alive an 
organization which in the past brought defeat to the Republican 
party in both State and nation and visited untold disaster and 
humiliation upon our people. This faction now seeks to force upon 
the Republican party a candidate for United States Senator who ip 
not a member of that party, but is registered with, and avowedly 
belongs to, another political organization. "He not only declares ~ 
his membership in that organization, but publicly states it to be 
his purpose to keep alive this antagonistic faction as a distinct and 
permanent factor in the political equation; 

~ “Whereas, the condition thus created might be viewed with 
equanimity by Republicans were it not for a newly-developed dan- 
ger, finding expression in the announced Senatorial candidacy of 
a third party, in the person of Walter Bordwell. The announce- 
ment of Mr. Bordwell was given publicity about three months after 
that of Mr, Willis H. Booth—at a time when it was generally un- 
derstood and believed that Mr. Booth would be the only Repub- 
lican in the field, and after the great bulk of Republicans had 
either formally pledged themselves to the support of Mr. Booth 
or tacitly accepted his candidacy;

Work Three Shifts. 


Hoodwinking hens into rising at 
3 o'clock in the morning and forc- 
ing them to begin to lay at that 
hour has proved a profitable ex- 
periment for Burbank poultrymen. 

Cc. H. Kline began it. Last De- 
cember he put electric lights in some 
of the pens and during that month, 
when the price of eggs was at its 
highest, succeeded in getting an egg 
production 20 per cent. above nor- 
mal. He tried the experiment at 
first only on some of his hens and 
the result was the hens whose pens 
were lighted at an early hour had 
an egg average of 50 per cent., while 
those whose peng remained dark un- 
til the late sun illuminated them, 
had an egg average of 30 per cent. 

One thousand hens were*first ex- 
perimenteg upon. In two weeks Mr, 
Kline found that a gain was made 
of 22 per cent., the normal gain be- | 
ing 18 per cent. 

LIGHTED PENS.

FIRST EXPERIMENT. 

The Kline ranch was the first 
to make use of this experiment\on 
the Coast. In a small way it had 
been tried in New Jersey, but the 
Burbank people are the first to adopt 
it in a large way. 

There are 10,000 laying White 
Leghorn hens at the Kline ranch and 
all are to be subjected to the new 
process this winter. The lights will 
go on in Sentember and will be 
burned for a portion of each night 
until the first of May. 

The lights do not go on at the 
same hour each night, but the hens 
are made accustomed to their 
lengthened hours gradually. In Sep- 
tember the lights are turned on 
about 5 o’clock a.m. They are started 
an hour earlier each week until they 
begin at 3 o'clock. 


SYSTEM PROVED. 

Last winter, after the experi. 
ments of Mr. Kline had become 
known, the Forsyth & Craig Poultry 
Ranch divided its flock into two, and 
a record was made of the ages, con- 
ditions and number in each half. A 
two weeks’ experiment was made 
upon one-half of the flock, with the 
result that the hens whose pens were 
lighted raised from an eee produc- 

of 600 eggs per day to 1200 per 
wday. Later the partnership of this 
firm was dissolved and the flocks 
were both subjected to the same 
treatment, with the same results. 
MARKET CONTROL. 

Mr. Kline says this new method 
of egg production can be made to 
control the egg market. The egg 
production can be madé to expand 
when the prices are highest. and can 
be slackened when prices low. 

Eventually it will put the cold- 
storage egg out of business, says Mr.

The bosses 
of the council made and unmade Super- 
visors, judges and mayors; a subservient 
police force had become a protection in 
place of a menace to organized infamy. 
Such was the condition when the movement 
for a preparedness parade was launched. 
The Labor Council frowned on this demon- 
stration in favor of law and order and gave 
instructions that it should be suppressed. 
All union men were forbidden to march in 
the parade; no member of a union could 
work on any article that was to be used 
in or for the great preparedness demonstra- 
tion. 

Against this dictum, however, 30,000 
loyal, patriotic citizens rebelled. They 
placed above the union label the Goddess 
of Liberty and the Stars and Stripes. Then 
the council bared its poisonous fangs 
and the dynamite squads prepared the 
bombs for direct action. They struck, tear- 
ing a gaping wound in the parade and 
drenching the cobblestone streets south of 


Market with the bloody debris of innocent © 


women and children. Half a hundred fell, but 
the line of march stiffened. The blow 
awakened indignation in the place of fear. 


| A few petty politicians and members of the 


police force sulked, but the great mass of 
independent citizenship have demanded that 
the Labor Council be purged by the flaming 
sword of outraged justice, that the thrall of 
the walking delegates be broken and that 
the fires of industrial freedom be kindled 
on the altars sprinkled by the blood of the 
innocent victims sacrificed to the Moloch 
of union labor despotism. : 

San Francisco possesses 4 latent spirit 
that, once roused, is indomitable. That 
spirit was manifested when the vigilantes 
wrested the sword of justice from weak or 
criminal] hands in “the days of *49” and rid 
the city of an element second in lawless- 
ness only to that which perpetrated the 
Saturday outrage; it was manifested again 
when earthquake and flame took for their 
toy the great western metropolis and after 
working their will threw it back as a burned 
and broken thing on the sands of the 
Pacific. A third demonstration appeared 
Wednesday night when 10,000 determined 
men and women raised their hands and 
their voices at a great mass meeting in San 
Francisco’s municipal auditorium in a de- 
mand that criminal associations be sup- 

imprisoned, murderers 


pressed, thugs 


hanged and intimidation of honest citizens 
and honest be no longer tolerated. 

As in the days of the vigilantes, a com- 
mittee of one hundred was appointed to 
“assist” in the restoration of law and order. 
The temper of this movement is not to be 
misunderstood. Among the score of speak- 
erg that addressed the mass meeting there 
was not a member of the notorious Labor 
Council nor of any labor union. On the 
committee of one hundred, union labor is 
not represented. Neither do the names of 
Fremont Older, Rudolph Spreckels or other 
self-styled pacifists appear.

There is work for the municipality, the 
State and the Federal government to per- 
form, rude work for hardy hands. In- 
dustrial freedom loves not carpet knights. 
The dragon of the Labor Council will not 
loose its hold on the community without 
a struggle. There will be timid voices to 
cry, “stop, you are hurting business;” 
sophists will rant about human rights, ant- 
mated soap boxes will fulminate about 
downtrodden labor; the Emma Goldman- 
ites and the I.W.W. will rally to the rescue. 
But the forces of law and order throughout 
the country will not be idle, a manifestation 
of a spirit of independence will be eagerly 
welcomed; the mills and factories that have 
been driven away by outrageous union labor 
demands will be replaced with others, at- 
tracted by more favorable labor conditions: 
The purse of eastern capital will reopen.

[Buffalo Commercial:] One-third of the 
States of the Union find their capitols in- 
adeguate to accommodate tke increased 
State activities that have grown up in re- 
cent years, according to data gathered by 
the Columbus Chamber of Commerce, and 
are wrestling with the problem of finding 
additional room. To aid the Ohio Building 
Commission, the organization has secured 
information from many States on the man- 
ner in which the problems are being solved. 

The majority seem to favor the plan of 
erecting a new office building as an annex 
to the present capitols. In some States the 
plan has been to build additions to present 
structures or to remodel the buildings to 
make more room, , 

Washington has gone in for a comprehen- 
sive group plan of State buildings to cost 
more than $6,000,000, while California is 
bringing to completion a new capitol cost- 
ing a similar amount. Tach is located in a 
large park. Compared to these the Ohio 
plan to spend little more than $1,000/000 is 
thought to be very modest. 

At Madison, Wis., is being completed a 
new Statehouse that has cost $7,000,000, 
while in Nashville, Tenn., the plan is to 
build a separate office structure. The same 
sort of plan is entertained in Nebraska, 
Michigan, like Ohio, is getting ready to pro- 
vide additional room for State departments. 
In none of the States does it appear that 
the rent of outside quarters has been made

“Bowling Green” and “Lower 
Manhattan” are both, of course, 
graphic records of the multifarious 
life of modern New York. Mr.

Hayley Lever has painted a great 
deal in and near St. Ives, on the 
Cornwall coast, and “Smeaton’s 
Quay” is from there. His vigor of 
handling is so great that he is apt 
to make his neighbors on the wall 
look like the proverbial “thirty 
cents” which is not saying that 
his neighbors are not as good as 
he, or sometimes even better, but 
that they are less assertive. Fortu- 
nately, in the present case, he has 
no near neighbor, being in a panel 
by himself. Hig color is pure and 
unmixed, giving life and sparkle to 
the blue waters of the bay around 
the quay, thougn there is a tendency 
to very white lights that approach 
the chalky.

Willard L. Metcalf, too, is true to 
nature and to himself, and to the 
high requirements of art. A land- 
scape painter who has won many 
medals and honors, he seems to let 
no ill-considered canvas leave his 
easel. Even so, however, I feel in- 
clined to quarrel with him for his 
sky in “October Afternoon.” It ap- 
pears too coldly green to me, too 
purely “decorative.” But the rest 
of the picture is very fine—trees 
dressed in the red and gold glory 
of New England's autumn, every leaf 
a-quiver in light and air. The pur- 
ple of his foreground brushwood is 
in perfect harmony with the green 
of the bushes. Mr. Metcalf was born 
in Lowell, Mass., in 1858. He studied 
with George L. Brown in Boston, 
and with Boulanger and Lefebvre in 

aris. 

“ A characteristic marine by Paul 
Dougherty is “Changing Weather,” a 
rocky seacoast under a sky gray 
with scudding clouds. A hurrying 
surf breaks in foam over the rocks, 
and the restless sea, depressed by 
the wind, shows a film of gray. A 
mist, felt rather than seen, hovers 
over the wide expanse of water. The 
treatment is direct and simple, for 
Mr. Dougherty knows his subject and 
has no need to fumble. Dignity and 
power, elemental! bigness, are found 
in “Changing Weather.” The artist, 
born in Brooklyn in 1877, studied 
art in many places, Paris, London, 
Florence, Venice and Munich.

SAN FRANCISGO’S 
CUP OF BITTERNESS 


The Feeling of Gloom Result- | 


ant from the Bomb Horror; 
and the Fight Between 
Thornwall Mullaly and Rua- 
dolph Spreckels.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 25.—San 
Francisco is inflamed over the bomb 
outrage. She is harboring a traitor, 
and will not stop until she has found 
and punished him. It was a hard 
blow to the ideals and intentions of 
the people of this city to find that 
their demonstration of patriotism 
had to be interrupted by a cold- 
blooded crime committed obviously 
as an insult to this very patriotism. 

There seems to be a canker at the 
heart of things in San Francisco. 
There hangs over the city today a 
sense of sinister gloom, dread and 
foreboding. There is an evil spirit 
hovering over these lovely hills by 
the water, and we feel a great de- 
pression which comes from the sense 
of fighting the phantom of a wicked 
fate. Other cities may have their 
preparedness parades without dis- 
aster, but San Francisco supersti- 
tiously fears that she may never at- 
tempt to fly her ideals high without 
their being battered and rent by con- 
trary winds. 

You remember the course of 
events. The day of the 22nd was 
bright and clear, and hearts were 
high as the parade started up Mar- 
ket street from the ferry. With the 
fine vitality for which the city is fa- 
mous, the old men of the G.A.R. 
with their children and grandchil- 
dren proudly carried their flags to 
the martial music of America only. 
Emotion was strong and the crowds 
cheered wildiy as the parade came 
on. Suddenly there was the sound 
of an explosion, the sidewalk ap- 
peared to career straight up in the 
air, there were cries from the injured, 
a cloud of dust and smoke, and all 
Was over, save the work of the 
nurses of St. Mary’s Hospital who 
were on the spot and who cared for 
the injured until they were taken to 
the Central Emergency Hospital, 
where six of them breathed their 
last. 


A ghastly horror, but the parade 
moved on. With shattered nerves, 
trembling in every muscle, the 
marchers, those of them who were 
not wounded, started again, and 
bravely faced the possibility of an- 
other such demonstration of violence 
before they reached their goal. It 
was but a few seconds before the 
news spread, and the crowds were 
infuriated to the point of madness. 
Had the assassins been found then 
they never would have come to 
trial. With the outrage and the dis- 
appointment hot in the minds of the 
people, there would have been no 
mercy for the criminals. 

The Mayor has offered a reward 
of $5000 for information leading to 
the capture of the murderers. “If the 
city won't pay it I will,” he cries, 
but there is to be no question about 
the willingness of the city to pay 
for it. An immense mass meeting 
of citizens was held Wednesday eve- 
ning at the Exposition Auditorium 
to give expression to the sentiment 
of the better part of the community 
on the outrage. There can be no 
doubt that the people of the city 
will do the utmost in their power to 
find and punish the criminals, but 
that does not drive away the feel- 
ing of defeat which the crime caused 
to be felt by those who had planned 
for a great day of patriotic feeling 
and demonstration. There wil! al- 
ways be the shame of a city which 
feels herself doomed to disaster, and 
the dread of efforts for ideals, even 
while she is under the spell of a 
force and determination to live 
cleanly and happily, against, appar- 
ently, tremendous odds. . 

There have been several private 
offers of money from individuals, 
members of whose families were 
killed or injured in the explosion, 
including that of $1000 by the for- 
mer City Clerk of Alameda, Ben F. 

born, whose brother was among 
the killed. Mr. Lamborn demanded 
that there be called as witnesses in 
the investigation Emma Goldman, 
foremost of American anarchists: 
William McDevitt, prominent as a lo- 
cal radical; Rudolph Spreckels, who 
presidei an anti-preparedness 
mass meeting last week, and Fre- 
mont Older, editor of the anarchistic 
Bulletin. 

The threatening letters which 
had been received by the members 
of the press caused alarm in the 
police department, and Chief White 
was already on a search when the 
bomb was thrown. There are many 
conflicting theories, and many per- 
sens claim to have seen conflicting 
sights. One man saw the bomb 
thrown from the top of a near-by 
building and a woman claims 
to have seen a man walking 
on top of that very building, 
but that is as far as that 
clew goes. The news from Chicago 
Police stating that they believe the 
plot to have been hatched there, is 
causing great excitement and inter- 
est; but the theory which has set 
San Francisco on fire is the charge 
of Thornwall Mullally against 
Rudolph Spreckels, holding 
Spreckels resporsible. Both men 
are popular among the foremost cit!- 
zens of the city, and the people are 
divided in their opinion; one-half for 
Mullaly and the other for Spreckels. 
There threatens to arise the sort of 
feud which held in the days when 
the gallant Celhoun divided the so- 
clety of San Francisco into two sets,

‘aly and Spreckels is in the papers, | 
and is threatening to absorb all the 


other plots and charges. . 

Up to the present about $8000 in 
rewards has been offered, and more 
is expected by the city from the 
State. All this is cool comfort, how- 
ever, and nothing but ths catching 


and punishing of the criminals wil] 


satisfy the mad longing for revenge 
which is firmly lodged in the hearts 
and minds of every San Franciscan. 
There can be no consolation for the 
shock and sorrow to those who have 
suffered the personal loss.

In fact both the police and 
the newspapers had been trying to 
center public attention on a group of 
foreigners who were denounced as 
anarchists. But San “Francisco 
learns tonight with a shudder that 
the theory now generally accepted 
is that the bomb was made in the 
brothel of Mrs. Belle Lavin at No. 
2410 Mission street, the notorious 
resort from which ‘Schmidt, sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment for com- 
plicity in The Times outrage, was 
dragged. 
The police know that men have 
been murdered there, dynamite plots 
hatched and bombs made there, that 
the place reeks with blood and 
crime, but it has been permitted to 
run for five years, protectea vy the 
police for political reasons. 

Warren K. Billings, Thomas J. 
Ryan and Edward Nolan, the three 
alleged bomb conspirators now under 
arrest, all belonged to the notorious 
San Francisco Labor Council.  Bill- 
ings has served time as a dynamiter, 
Ryan is the head of the picket squad 
of the Waiters’ Union, and Nolan is 
a walking delegate of the Machin- 
ists’ Union. He returned here but 
recently from the international con- 
ference of that union, to which he 
was a delegate. Acids and bomb 
material were found in Nolan’s room, 
while from that of Billings were tak- 
en a can full of slugs and bullet 
ends of the same make and caliber 
of those found in the victims of 
Saturday's explosion. 

Rudolph Spreckels and his bank 
have gained unenViable advertising 
here through, a row over a , contrib- 
ution of $10,000 to the law and order 
fund raised by the Chamber of Com- 
merce. Spreckels was uway when 
the contribution was made. When he 
learned of it last week he called a 
meeting of the directors and de- 
manded that it be cancelled. The 
result was a squabble that oc- 
casioned the resignation of one di- 
rector, the retirement of another, and 
a general upheaval in banking cir- 
cles. Resolute thousands have 
pledged themselves to aid a com- 
mittee of 100 appointed by the 
Chamber of Commerce to “assisting 
the police in cleaning up San Fran- 
cisco.” Present indications are that 
the cleaning up process wil] be made 
to include the police and rightly 
named “Inferior” Courts and the no- 
torious Labor Council.

German War Diaries. 


The French Ministry of War has 
thrown open to Arthur Gleason, 
whose recent book, “Golden Lads,” 
contains the only American eye- 
witness report of German atroc- 
ities in Belgium, its collection of 
original diaries taken from German 
dead and German prisoners. A 
thousand or more of these diaries, 
written in pencil] day by day on 
march, tell, Mr. Gleason reports, of 
the shooting of old men, women. 
and children and the pillaging and 
burning of houses of noncombat- 
ants. Mr. Gleason calls them a 
complete human record of the war 
and a dramatic indictment of Ger- 
many. Certain of thé soldiers ex- 
press themselves as shocked by 
their orders to commit “frichtful- 
ness.” “We are behaving like van- 
dals,” reeords a Saxon officer, on 
three different dates, in his little 
black-covered notebook. 


The “Wandering” Author. 

Having only recently returned 
from a journey of several vears 
through Mexico and the South 
American countries, Harry A. 
Franck, author of “A Vagabond 
Tourney Around the World,” wrote 
his new book, “Trampine Throuch 
Mexico, Guatemala. and Honduras,” 
which the Century Co. is shortly 
to tesue: then he enlisted in 
Troop C, First Cavalry, Brooklyn, 
and is alreedy on his way back to 


the xican border. Followitne his 


(Charlies Scribner’s Sons.) reads 
like the enlargement of a Henry 
Ford advertisement against war. 
Munition interests, Mr. Howe en- 
lightens the nation, are behind the 
unseemly agitation for prepared- 
ness; it is they who seek to have 
the battleships “scrapped” and the | 
armaments discarded for others more 
expensive; and Mr. Howe would 
have us contemplate the serenity of 
Woodrow Wilson, and then imagine 
what terrible things would happen 
to the country if we had a big army 
and navy and a less composed, rea- 
sonable, intelligent President were 
in office! Which is quite the nor- 
mal attitude for a Federal job holder 
at the present time to take, and Mr. 
Howe, in dedicating his book to 
Mr. Wilson, very takes it. 

“Why War” has in it a lot of in- 
formation, some of which is more 
reliable than others, but Mr. Howe’s 
ability to reason is on a par with 
that of the platitudinous Walter Lipp- 
mann, whose plan for universal 
peace (by no means original with 
Mr. Lippmann) Mr. Howe presents 
with commendation. 


Pulitzer’s Review. 

Volume I, number I, of Pulitzer’s 
Review, a monthly founded and 
edited by Walter Pulitzer, published 
in New York, appeared July ist. Its 
chief interests seem to be in 
things financial and political, and 
it declares for preparedness and 
lots of it, Republican principles, a 
change of Mexican policy, and de- 
votes a page to theatrical and one 
to literary subjects. 


Unique Work Unfinished. 

At the time of her death Jean 
Webster (Mrs. McKinney) was at- 
tempting to work out, in the story 
upon which she was engaged, a 
somewhat unusual method. It was 
her intention to write both a novel 
and a wiay on the same theme, with- 
out in the ordinary way producing 
the novel first and then dramatiz- 
ing it, or vice versa. Her idea 
was to complete the novel and then 
as far as possible putting out of her 
mind the details of the story, work 
it out on ent'rely fresh lines as a 
play. Mrs. McKinney had actually 
finished about two-thirds of the 
novel before her death. 


New Publications. 

Harper & Brothers published on 
July 20 the following books: “The 
Thirteenth Commandment,” a new 
novel by Rupeyt Hughes; “Expert 
Auction,” by V. Shepard; and 
“Retail Selling,” by James W. Fisk. 


“Shakespeare's Theater.” 
“Shakespeare's Theater,” by Ash- 
ley H. Thorndike, presents all the 
available information in regard to 
the theater of Shakespeare's time, 
its organization, regulation, actual 
stage arrangement and relation to 
contemporary life. The author has 
consulted all the discovered docu- 
mentary evidence, which, though it 
has long engaged the attention of 
specialists, has never before been 
collected and studied as a whole, and 
has reconstructed a vivid and ac- 


curate picture of the English stage 
at the time when Shakespeare's 
plays were first presented before an 
audience.

Several chapters are devoted to the 
public and égocial aspects of the 
stage; the court theaters, govern- 
ment regulation, the censorship and 
the actors’ companies. A chapter is 
devoted to the position and condi- 
tion of the dramatists, and also to 
the audience, whose taste and educa- 
tion were the determining factors in 
the development of English drama. 

The book is illustrated with thirty 
reproductions of old prints, plans, 
and playbills, which help to discover 
the Shakespearean stage in any of 
its aspects. (The Com- 
pany.) 


WILLIAM BUTLER YEATS. 


REVERIES OVER CHILDHOOD 
YOUTH. By William Butler Yeats. 
The Macmilian Company, New York. 


Mr. Yeats tells of those first im- 
pressions in childhood that he re- 
members, tells of his thoughts and 
moods, relatives and friends, par- 
ticularly of his father, and of his 
reflections and schooling and 
various experiences. 

As a child he was saturated with 
Irish folklore and mysticism, and 
he calls attention to instances 
where some experience or tale ap- 
peared in or affected some later 
poem or story. In early youth he 
wrote much poetry and was as- 
siduous in pursuing dramatic 
themes and form because this style 
appealed most to his father. 

“I persuaded myself that I had a 
passion for the dawn, and this 
sion, though mainly histrionic like 


child’s play, an ambitious game, 
had moments of sincerity. Years 
afterwards when I had finished 


‘The Wanderings of Oisin,’ dissatis- 
fied with its yellow and its dull 
green, with all that overcharged 
colour inherited from the romantic 
movement, I deliberately reshaped 
my style, deliberately sought out 
an expression as of cold light and 
tumbling clouds. I cast off tradi- 
tional metaphors and loosened my 
rhythm and... became as 
emotional as possible, but with an 
emotion which I described to my- 
self as cold.” 

The “reveries” or reminiscences 
are put together without order, and 
only recurrently does one find the 
theme of interest to most people: 


the influences bearing upon, and the 


outcropping of the literary impulse. 
He says that as a student the only 
lessons he ever learned were those 
his father taught him, “for he terri- 
fled me by description of my moral 
degradation;” the first poetry to 
move him after “the stable-boy’'s 
Orange Rhymes” were “The Lays 
of Ancient Rome.” 

His father had not interest in 
poetry “where there was generali- 
zation or abstraction however im- 
passioned,” and read aloud the first 
speeches of “Prometheus Unbound,” 
but never the “ecstatic lyricjsm” 
of ‘the fourth act. 3 

Mr. Yeats says: “I had begun 
to write poetry in imitation of 
Shelley and of Edmund Spenser, play 
after play—and I invented fantastic 
incoherent plots. My lines

Prowess of Muscovite Fleet Proved a 


Painful Surprise to Teutons. 


3 Of the Russian Navy. 


INCE the outbreak of the war 
in. Europe very little has been 
Printed in the press of America 
regarding the Ruagsian navy and its 
many exploits both in the Baltic 


and the Black Sea. The following den 


article from the pen of a Russian 
captain gives a highly-stirring ac- 
count of what the Moskovite navies 
have mplished in the war.

ture, secret war, par excellence, in 
which the conqueror, himself, should 
know how to conceal this success in 
such a Way as to carry it further. 
It is a sullen and silent war. which 


jig repugnant to the open and chiv- 


alrous character of the allies. It is a 
war of moles under the earth. A war 
of mines and submarines under the 
sea. The Germans have imposed it 
on us. And it has been necessary 
for us to imitate the example set 


for us by the Teutons. 


ADMIT RUSSIAN SUCCESS. 
The Russians, however, are 
masters of this war of mines. It is 
regrettable that the same silence that 
is imposed on us for our own in- 
terest forbids the telling of our ex- 
ploits. It is sufficient to cite the tes- 
timony of the Germans, little sus- 
pected of favoring their enemies: 
“The Russians have sunk their mines 
with great art at the.entrance of 
the gulf, near the Strait of Irben.” 
In the German style of communica- 
tion this statement means, “We have 
received a hard blow at the hands 
of the Russian Riga fleet.” Indeed. 
it was severe, this blow on the Riga, 
since, on that day, the operations of 
that kind turned against them and. 
as after the Marne, the advance of 
the Germans was definitely halted. 
But we 1 not anticipate the story

ADMIRER OF FRANCE. 

One of the most brilliant azssist- 
ants of Admiral Grigorovitch in pre- 
paring for the war has been Ad- 
miral Roussine, who has been gives 
the office of head of the staff of gen- 
eral officers of Prince Lieven. Ad- 
miral Roussine is a great friend of 
France. Paris, where he has gone

NAVAL BATTLE OF RIGA. 


Now we come to the glorious op- 
eration in the Gulf of Riga that we 
can compare by the results with the 
battle of the Marne. Naturally the 
Germans have denied their failure in 
the Riga, as they have denied every 
other defeat. The results, alone, are 
enough for us. We know that they 
wanted to go into the Gulf of Riga 
and stay there. They came, but they 
did not stay. The conclusion is easy. 
A long enough time has not elapsed 
to pass judgment on this naval bat- 
tle, and it would not be wise to say 
too much, in view of our further op- 
erations. 

In order to give an idea of the 
importance that the Germans attach 
to this operation on the Riga, I will 
just eay that they had sent to the 
eastern part of the Baltic twelve 
large ships, of which many were 
dreadnaughts, some light cruisers, a 
score of torpedo boats and a ver- 
itable fleet of transports. Ali had 
been prepared with the care of mi- 
nuteness that our enemies carry out 
in all their actions. maps 
of many colors had been prepared 
for this occasion in order to facili- 
tate for the commanders the passage 
of the difficult and dangerous places; 
numerous -vessels of the Albatross 
type, plowed the gulf in every direc- 
tion, trying to count the enemy's 
forces. Briefly, everything had been 
made ready for the conquest of the 
Gulf of Riga that they had coveted 
since the month of April and which 
would be of the highest im 
for their future operation. 

But the Russians were watching. 
The Strait of Irben, which forms 
the entrance to the gulf on the west, 
was sown with mines, sunk with the 
consummate art acknowledged even 
by the Germans, and behind the 
mines all the Russian naval forces 
waited ready to fight, ready to sink 
their last before they would sur- 
render.

BASQUES PLAY 
ODD HANDBALL. 


Big Match Played on ‘Aliso- 
street Courts. 


Ball Used is as Hard 
Baseball. 


Champion to Play Joe Lacey 
Two Games.

Anybody who thinks that the 
Spaniard’s and Mexican’s taste for 
sport runs entirely to bull fighting, 
cock fighting and horse racing ought 
to spend an afternoon on the his- 
toric handball courts on Aliso street. 
The game that is played is the 
Basque game as old as Spain itself, 
and the game has been played on the 
historic courts of Aliso street for 
seventy-five years or more, which 
means ever since 1850. , 

A big match was played on those 
courts yesterday in which four of 
the best players took part. The 
court was crowded with people. The 
Spaniard, exican, Italian and 
Basque were so thick in the courts 
that they were constantly interfer- 
ing with the game. 

Many practice games had been 
played before, then came the big 
game. Three Basques and one un- 
tidy Mexican went onto the courts. 
Immediately among the crowd could 
be heard the word, “Peso,” which is 
the Spanish word for a dollar, and 
much betting was going on. 

THE BIG MATCH. 


On one side was George Bereco- 
chea, a Basque, and Emile Hill, the 
Mexican peon. Their opponents 
were Basques, Pierre Hiriart and 
Jean Predezne. Somebody informed 
us that Berecochéa was a banker in 
the International Building. Hiriart 
was ahardware man. Predezne was 
a wealthy rancher, who had come 
in from the hills for the game, Hill 
was just a peon from off the rall- 
road tracks, still dusty and dirty 
from his work. All of the players 
were in old clothes, for this hand 
ball is a strenuous game. 

The ball that was used is as hard 
as a baseball and about one-half of 
the size. The ball is made in Spain. 
Blanchard, who has had a dry goods 
store on the corner of Aliso and San 
Pedro streets for the last thirty- 
seven years, has the only place the 
balls can be bought.

TOO OFTEN OVERWORKED.

his car in general. If car owners 
would only use the brake when nec- 
essary, the brake lining that comes 
originally with the car when new 
would wear as long as any other 
part,” states Louls Lichtenberger of 
the Los Angeles Saddlery and Find- 
ing Company, factory distributors of 
the Racine Horse Shoe tire. 
CAUSES. 

“Long cuts in tires are usually 
caused by the sudden application of 
the brake, due to the car traveling 
faster than the tire proportionally 
revolves, and when a sharp obstacle 
of any description comes in contact 
with ite surf naturally cuts the 
rubber in p of the tire rolling 
over it. Thin spots on the tread 
of the tire are also usually caused by 
applying the brake. When a rear 
tire wears continually in one spot 
the cause can be invariably traced 
to the brake drum having locked in 
the same place each time the 
brake is applied. — 

“Apply the brake cautiously and 
these troubles will be avoided. Of 
course, there are times when condi- 
tions wartant the sudden stop. How-

ever, nine times out of ten, ofr 
even more, the brake can be applied 


gently. 
‘ BKIDDING. 

“Sharp, quick turns or fast driv- 
frig at curves usually cause rear 
wheels to slide and skid. This not 
only wears off the tread rubber, 
but is also injurious to the fabric. 
It is advisable to inspect the brake 
device occasionally and see that it 
is working properly. Jack up the 
rear axle, clearing both wheels from 
the ground; then start the engine 
and engage the clutch. If upon ap- 
plying the foot brake it is found that 
one wheel revolves and the other 
does not, or one wheel revolves fast- 
er than the other, this shows that 
one brake band grips tighter than 
the other and the tighter one will 
naturally put the greater strain on 
its tire, which will, of course, cause 
excessible wear on the tire and the 
brake as well. 

“The clutch is an important mem- 
ber of the car and long life to the 
tires. It should be kept in good or- 
der at all times so that it will do 
ite part in the right manner when 
the gears are engaged. 

“Wher it is to be considered that 
the average motorist severely applies 
the brake 100 times when once will 
be sufficient and the gas and spark 
is operated five times when once 
i@ really the only time that it is 
necessary to be used in traveling a 
certain distance and other operations 
proportionately, one can begin to 
see where the cost of motoring can 
be greatly reduced.”
